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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to 1.131 Declaration submitted 04/05/2004 

1 . After Examiner's review on March 26, 2007 of applicant's Declaration 1 .131 , it is 
deemed sufficient to overcome the reference, Beith, per at least Exhibit C ("Silent 
Prompting for BA Dialer") dated December 18, 1998 and applicant's sworn declaration 
submitted January 22, 2004. As one example, Page 1 lines 8-22 of Exhibit C, states that 
applicant's telephony dialer is currently running on three platforms and supports 
applicant's claimed invention of providing a silent delay period which an alternative 
command can be made by said caller, which in response the caller is routed to said 
alternative command feature. 

This shows actual reduction to practice and per 37 C.F.R. 1 .131 (MPEP 715.07) is 
sufficient to overcome the reference, Beith. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-62 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In view of the 1.131 declaration above, Beith is not applicable as prior art under 102 or 
103 rejections. The prior arts of record, alone or in combination, does not teach 
providing an alternative command feature during a silent delay period which at least one 
alternative feature is recording a voice message for said subscriber. 

The prior arts of record teach that the caller is able to cancel or stop the first call 
processing within the same system but does not provide an alternate positive command 
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performed by the system during the silent delay period(e.g. command to record a voice 
message for a subscriber) and therefore does not read on applicant's claimed invention.
